tho Special Criminn] Sessions to-day. 
Mr Slade, addressing the Court on be- 


half of the prisoner, said it was unfortunate 
that the stewardess wag not available tu give 
her evidence. Referring to tho ovidence 
given by herat the Police Court that prisoner 
ssid ‘Captain, you cannot do this, [have 
too much respect for that woman ; Twill kill 
you,’ the learned Counsol asid it was not 
consistent with the story tuld -by the 
Captun. It bore out tho © story 
told by the prisoner that it waa the Captain 
who wis trying to got into this woman's 
cabin, where she was lying, and it was the 
prisouer who was ofdeavouring tu protect 
ber from the immoral adyanecs of tha Cap- 
tain. It was necessary fur the Captain, at 
all costs, to endeavour to shat up the pri- 
soner’s mouth, to claw his own charecter, 
and to convict Marshall, as theanly way to 
caver his own conduct. He bul also the 
desire to hide from the world his relations 
with the stewardess, and the desire for re- 
yonge agunst the um who had interrupted 
hia in those relations aud brought this dis- 
grace upon hin, If Maraball was not eone 
vieted, Captain Pillsbury, would suffer, | 
therefore it was to the Captain's ndvantago 
in every possible way to vbtain the convic- 
tien of this man, Counsel than dwelt at 
considerable length un the manner in which 
the rillu had been handled by the prisoner, 
ausaid that the morest accidental touch 
was sufficient ta dischargg it.” 

‘The prisoner then made a long statement 
Mleging a number of cccasions when he 
fonnd the Captain in the stewardess’s room. 


He knew tlie stewardess and her peuple, 
aud it was his desire ty protect her frou 
the improper ncdvances vf the Captain, 
and he offered tw pay her passage back to 
America rather than permit: this conduct 
coguen Onthe mghtin question, he saw 
the Cuptain gu inte the stewardess’s cabin, 
He remonstrated and the Captain seized 
him by the threat, threw him down onthe 
settee and eut hishead against the basin. 
He (the prisuncr) then wenl to bis cabin, 
took down the rifle, not knowing it was 
loaded, and, intending to use it as-a club, 
he went back to where the Captain and 
stewanless were. He had the rifle in his 
hand and it went off He didnot have it 
to his shoulder. : 

Tho Acting Atiorney General inade a 
Dtief statement, He ssid the woman had 
amide no cammplait “about the Captain’s 
cunduct towards her, and was personally 
not disyatistied with it, and what right had 
a third man to come slong as the champion 
of innocence, armed with a rifle? 

The Chief Justice reviewed the evidence 
at great length, after which the jury re- 
tired, 

Aiter an absence of ten minutes, the jary 
returned and gave a unanimour verdict of 
silty on the first count with a recommend - 
nlion te mercy. © i 

His Lordship the Chief Justice, in pass- 
ing sentence, said prisoner had been found 
guilty on very clear evidence ¢f shooting 
at the Captain of the ship, on board of 
which he was stoward, with intent to mur- 
der him. If the bullet had enrered the 
brain or the heart, net many inches from 
the .shoulder, prisoner would certainly 
have been tried for murder, The maxi- 
mum penalty was penal servitude for life, 
bat he boro in mind that prisoner was pro- 
bably somewhat excited by drink. Tho 
sentence of the Court was that he be im- 
prisoned with hard labour for four yours,
